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EARLY QUOTATION OF VERGIL 

Tlie  field  of  Vergilian  imitation  and  r em ini a^-aaoe  ex- 
tends over  so  many  centuries  that  I have  confined  myself  in  this 
discussion  to  a single  phase  of  the  subject,  --  Early  quotation 
of  Vergil,  a comprehensive  subject,  but  here  limited  in  its  ap- 
plication to  the  quotations  found  in  the  works  of  Vergil's  con- 
temporaries and  of  the  Latin  authors  of  the  first  century  after 
Christ , 


Quotation,  as  I shall  understand  it,  is  not  mere 
iTTu.t-.vii  ion  01  reminiscence ; but,  in  the  case  of  pro3s  writers, 
an  actual  citation  of  a word  or  words,  a phrase,  a lino,  or 
several  linos.  In  the  pcots,  the  line  between  reminiscence  and 
quotation  can  be  less  easily  drawn;  but,  in  this  discussion , I 
shall  assume  that  a Vergilian  quotation  in  the  poets  consists  of 
tnc  use  of  the  same  words  in  essentially  the  same  metrical  posi- 
tion in  which  they  occur  in  Vergil,  with  allowance  for  changes  of 
case,  tense,  mood,  and  number,  where  the  meter  is  not  affected. 

-jy  this  restriction,  I have  somewhat  narrowed  the  range  of  my 
subject  and  have  discarded  various  instances  of  so-callsd  quota- 
tions enumerated  by  other  collectors. 

I realize,  of  course,  that  this  work  would  be  more 
nearly  uniform  if  I myself  had  examined  the  authors  treated  and 
had  made  my  own  list  of  Vergilian  quotations  found  in  their  works; 
buo  the  short  time  available  for  collecting  my  material  has  oblig- 
ed me  to  employ  the  collections  of  various  editors  and  the  authors 
Special  works  on  vergilian  influence.  Consequently,  there  cannot 
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fail  to  "be  various  inequalities  in  this  work  depending  upon  the 
editions  and  compilations  of  different  men  who,  doubtless,  have 
performed  their  work  with  various  degrees  of  accuracy.  I do  not, 
therefore,  claim  that,  in  the  portion  of  the  field  covered,  I have 
succeeded  in  noting  every  quotation  from  Vergil;  “but  I have  done 
my  work  according  to  the  definition  of  the  subject  already  set 
forth,  and  with  such  accuracy  as  the  materials  at  my  disposal  have 
permitted. 

The  authors  examined  are  those  listed  in  Sc  hang’s  G-es- 
„ " 

chichte  der  romischen  Litteratur  in  Muller's  Handbuch  in  the  two 
volumes  (VII, II,  lj  VIII  11,2.)  containing  the  authors  contemporary 
with  Vergil  and  those  writing  during  the  first  century  after  Christ. 
I have  reviewed  the  works  of  each  of  these  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  treated  by  Schanz,  save  that  I have  omitted  Livy  because 
the  greater  portion  of  his  history  was  written  before  Vergil's  poems 

In  the  bibliography  are  included  only  those  authors  who 
quote  from  Vergil,  and  I have  listed  twice  special  studies  on  Ver  - 
gil's  inf luence once  under  the  name  of  the  ancient  imitator  and 
once  under  that  of  the  modern  scholar.  Vergil  occupies  a unique 
place  in  the  world  of  Homan  literature,  for  no  other  Latin  author 
has  achieved  the  degree  of  lasting  popularity  accorded  to  him  both 
in  his  own  and  in  succeeding  generations.  Of  course,  like  all  men 
of  genius,  he  had  his  enemies  as  we  learn  from  Donatus ' life  of 
Vergil;  but  he  could  afford  to  overlook  the  adverse  criticism  of 
a Haevitis,  a Maevius  , or  a Carvilius  Pictor  amid  the  general  es- 
teem in  which  he  was  held  not  only  by  literary  men  of  ability  but 
by  the  whole  Homan  people  who,  we  learn  in  Tacitus'  Dialogue  de 
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This  enthusiastic'  zeal  was  not  felt  by  the  prose  writers 
only,  hut  Tibullus,  Propertius,  and  Ovid  eagerly  studied  Vergil*s 
style.  * Ovid  was  twenty-four  years  old  when  Vergil  died  and  had 
seen  the  poet  hut  once,  yet  he  had  conceived  the  greatest  admiration 
for  him  and  his  works  and  consciously  studied  him  as  a model  of 
perfection,  so  that  it  is  not  surprising  in  so  great  and  original 
a poet  to  find  as  many  as  three  hundred  and  forty-four  Vergilian 
quotations . 

In  the  case  of  these  early  writers,  so  nearly  contem- 
poraneous with  Vergil,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  imita- 
tion could  not  have  come  about  through  the  influence  of  the  schools, 
for  Vergil  was  not  introduced  there  until  a few  years  before  his 
death.  **  And, even  then,  before  we  can  see  the  direct  effect  of 
such  study  we  must  allow  time  for  the  pupils  to  have  grown  up  and 
to  have  produced  works  of  their  own. 

Vergil  early  came  to  be  regarded  as  a vast  storehouse  of 
wisdom  which  needed  explanation  and,  hence,  we  have  the  learned  com- 
mentaries of  Donatus  and  Servius,  and  the  .Saturnalia  of  Macrobius, 

He  was  a model  for  poets  and  orators,  and  his  philosophic  views  and 
sage  maxims  endeared  him  to  the  philosopher.  Ho  was  the  source- 
book  of  the  grammarians,  who  quoted  him  with  such  profuseness  that 
Comparetti  remarks  that  even  if  all  the  MSS,  of  Vergil  were  lost  we 

could  still  reconstruct  practically  all  of  his  major  works  from  the 

quotations  of  the  later  Latin  authors.  Perhaps,  at  first,  this  seemi

/extravagant  and  impossible  statement,  but  when  we  look  at  the  evi-

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dence  of  a single  century  and  reflect  that  the  great  grammarians  ana 
Vergilian  commentators  wrote  in  the  centuries  following,  we  can  bet- 
ter appreciate  the  probability  of  the  statement. 

Phrases  from  the  Eclogues  are  incorporated  in  the  pastor- 
als of  Calpurnius  and  Nemesianus,  while  Lucan,  Statius,  Valerius 
Flaccus,  and  Silius  Italicus  drew  from  him  so  abundantly  that  their 
works  have  almost  the  effect  of  centos, 

Statius  deeply  revered  his  master  as  we  see  from  these 

verses : 

. . . nec  tu  divinam  Aeneida  t'enta 

Sed  longe  sequere  et  vestigia 

semuer  adora 
(Theb.  12,  816) 

and  more  fully  in  the  fourth  book  of  Silvae  (4,  4,  55) 


. . . Haronique  sedens  in  margine  tempi i 

Sumo  fenimum  et  rnagni 

tumulis  adcanto  Magistri. 

Pliny  (Epist,  3,  7,  8 ) throws  some  very  interesting 
light  on  Silius  Italicus’s  esteem  for  Vergil  whom  he  imitated  in  an 
almost  slavish  manner.  Pliny  tells  us  that  Silius  treated  the  busts 
of  Vergil  with  especial  veneration  and  that  he  kept  his  birthday  far 
more  scrupulously  than  he  did  his  own,  principally  at  Naples,  where 
he  used  to  approach  the  poet’s  monument  as  tho  it  were  a temple, 
Vergil  also  had  a high  place  in  the  regard  of  Seneca, 
the  philosopher,  who  quotes  much  more  frequently  from  his  poems  than 
from  any  other  author  and  dignifies  him  by  the  epithets,  "nostcr 
Vergil ius  , ” ”vir  dtsertissimus  , ” "Maximus  v*tes.” 
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That  Vergil  was  considered  the  "best  handbook  for  orators 
we  learn  from  Quintilian  (l,  3,  4)  who  recommends  the  study  of  Ver- 
gil and  Homer  to  all  aspiring  orators.  Moreover,  he  lays  down  this 
maxim  for  the  orator  in  the  very  words  of  Vergil,  Georg.  2,  272, 
"adeo  in  teneris  consusssere  multurn  est.",  and  Tiberius  Claudius 
Donatus,  an  ancient  Edward  ITorden,  of  the  fourth  century,  wrote 
a commentary  on  the  Aeneid  in  which  lie  recommended  Vergil  to  his 
son  as  a great  orator. 

Vergil  was  also  regarded  as  an  authority  on  everyday 
matters.  Manilius  in  his  Astronomica  finds  occasion  to  draw  from 
him  frequently  and  Pliny  in  his  Hat ural.Hi story  in  many  places  re- 
produces him  in  indirect  form. 

Columella’s  book  De  Re  Rust ica  quotes  the  Georgies  at 
great  length,  and  in  his  tenth  book  on  gardening,  which  he  wrote 
in  verse,  he  rather  successfully  imitated  the  style  of  the  Georgies. 
Doubtless  he  hoped  that  this  book  might  be  considered  worthy  of 
finding  a place  with  the  four  Georgies,  for  Vergil  had  admitted 
that  he  had  left  a portion  of  the  field  for  other  writers  to  cov- 
er. * 

Of  course  these  are  but  a very  few  of  the  authors  who 
quote  Vergil,  but  to  continue  farther  would  be  to  go  beyond  the  lim- 
its of  my  subject.  We  are  not  to  assume,  however,  that  Vergilian 
quotation  ceases  with  these  authors.  On  the  contrary  Vergil’s  po- 
pular ity  increased  in  the  next  few  centuries,  flourished  in  the 
Middle  Ages,  and  persists  even  to-day. 
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In  the  list  of  quotations  immediately  following,  an 
asterisk  indicates  the  quotation  of  a complete  line,  the  sym- 
bol (I)  the  "beginning , (M)  the  middle,  and  (F)  the  end  of  a 
line.  Interrupted  quotations  are  indicated  "by  the  symbols 
(I)  (M)  where  the  beginning  and  middle  of  a line  are  quoted, 

(M) (F)  for  the  middle  and  the  end,  and  (l)(F)  for  the  begin- 
ning and  end.  The  authors  are  arranged  chronologically  by 
the  date  of  their  death,  in  order  that  we  may  readily  see  what 
portions  of  Vergil’s  works  were  most  popular  at  different  per- 
iods within  the  century.

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The  authors  quoting  Vergil  fall  readily  into  two 
groups,  those  quoting  for  form, and  those  quoting  for  subject 
matter.  In  the  former  class  are  included  lexicographers , gram- 
marians, and  rhetoricians,  while  from  the  c1  r of  their 

the  poets 

wor  */r  all  mainly  into  the  latter  class. 

In  the  period  examined,  twelve  poets  make  a consider- 
able use  of  Vergil  i but  as  might  be  exepcted,  Tibullus , Proper- 
tius, and  1 ice,  who  were  so  very  nearly  contemporaneous  with 
him,  quote  from  his  works  to  a much  less  marked  degree  than  do 
the  poets  immediately  following.  For  instance,  I have  made  note 
of  fourteen  Vergilian  quotations  in  Tibullus,  thirteen  in  Pro- 
pertius, and  twenty  in  Horace]  but  when  we  come  to  Ovid  we  find 
an  abundance  of  quotations,  which  is  significant  because,  even 
though  he  makes  as ’•many  as  threehundred  and  forty-four  quo- 
tations from  Vergil,  the  largest  number  listed  in  any  of  the 
poets  I have  studied,  yet  the  temper  of  his  work  is  original 
and  individual,  and  th.es©  quotations  are  not  mere  plagiarisms 
nor  the  indications  of  a slavish  imitator]  but  merely  show  that 
he  was  a thorough  stLdent  of  Vergilian  style,  and»by  way  of  com- 
pliment, unhesitatingly  incorporated  into  his  own  work  certain 
phrases  which  seemed  particularly  apt. 

The  figures  that  I have  given  already  are  in  terms  of 
absolute  frequency]  but,  although  Ovid  quotes  absolutely  more 
often  than  any  of  the  other  poets  examined, still  Hahilius,  Sta- 
tius, and  Silius  quote  nearly  twice  as  frequently  considering  the 
bulk  of  their  work. 
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We  might  expect  Calpurnius  in  his  pastorals  to-  quote 
principally  from  the  Eclogues ; hut,  on  the  contrary,  he  seems  to 
have  been  particularly  fond  of  the  Aeneid,  and  of  the  sixteen 
quotations  listed  only  five  are  from  the  Eclogues . 

Lucan  dravms  less  copiously  from  the  Vergilian  fount 
than  do  his  immediate  successors,  Valerius  Elaccus  ,.Statius  , and 
Silius  Italieus,  who  are  sc  imbued  with  Vergilian  style  that  their 
works  give  almost  the  effect  of  centos.  Valerius  Elaccus  with 

t 

two  hundred  and  nine t y-thr ee  quotations  comes  next  to  Ovid  in  the 
absolute  number  of  his  citations,  while  Statius  is  third  with 
two  hundred  and  ten  quotations  and  Silius  next  with  one  hundred 
and  ninety-six. 

Martial  and  Juvenal,  as  compared  with  their  immediate 

are 

predecessors ,/  .spar ing  in  use  of  quotation.  Martial,  with  forty 
six  quotations  is  somewhat  more  profuse  than  Vergil's  contempo- 
raries and  Juvenal,  with  seventeen,  cites  relatively  lass  fre- 
quently  than  Tibullus,  but  more  often  than  Propertius  or  Horace. 

In  addition  to  these,  we  have  a few  quotations  in  the 
works  of  Germanicus ,Pers ius , and  Sulpicia.  In  the  first  line  of 
Ribbeck*  s fragments  of  German  ic’us  are  these  three  words , ”ab- love 
pr incipium " which  are  probably  taken  from  Eclogue  3,60*  Persius* 
1,96,  begins  his  line  with  "Arma  virum"  and  Sulpicia  34, quotes 
"imperium  sine  fine  dedi"  from  Aeneid  1,  279. 

The  poets  citing  Vergil  make  U33  of  him  in  a variety 
of  ways  to  suit  their  own  purposes,  Borne  qu.ote  the  ends  of  lines, 
some  the  beginnings,  and  a very  few  whole  lines,  as  we  find  in 
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Ovid,  (met.  13,  528)  who  quotes  ^en.  9,769,  11  Ale  and  imam  que  Haliumque 
Voemonaque  Pr yt aninque M , a conglomerat  ion  of  names  which  seems  to 
have  been  more  or  less  formulaic  in  character,  as  Vergil  himself 
perhaps  repeated  such  linos,  for  example,  Seorr;,  4,  338  and  Aen. 

5,  026,  though  RiVbec'k  would  delete  the  former  passage,  and  Mar- 
tial who  very  aptly  includes  as  the  first  line  of  hie  two  lined 
epigram  (ep.  14,124)  on  the  togm,  "Homanos  rerum  dominos  gentem- 
que  to  gat  am”. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  what  parts  of  lines  make  e— 
special  appeal  to  the  poets.  Wo  find  that  the  great  preponderance 
of  quotations  are  from  the  end  of  lines.  In  fact,  of  all  those 
noted,  there  are  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three  final  quotations 
as  opposed  to  two  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  “beginnings.  The 
middle  of  lines  are  not  so  often  quoted  as  either  the  beginnings 
or  ends,  and  I have  noted  only  one  hundred  and  sixty  medium  quo- 
tations, A very  few  poets  transfer  the  beginnings  of  lines  to 
the  end  or  vice  versa,  and  there  are  various  interrupted  quota- 
tions, forty-seven  of  the  middle  and  ends  of  lines,  forty  of  the 
beginnings  and  ends,  and  only  seven  initial  and  median  quotations. 

In  nearly  cveay  poet  there  i&  a marked  preponderance  of. 
final  quotation  save  only  in  the  case  of  Horace  and  Calpurnius 
who  have  made  more  frqquent  use  of  initial  quotations,  and  Ger- 
manicus  ,Pers iue , and  Sulpic'ia  who  cite  only  beginnings  of  lines. 

Certain  phrases  are  particularly  affected  by  some  one 
poet  and  others  are  quite  generally  popular.  Inasmuch  as  Ovid  . 
makes  so  many  more  quotations  than  do  the  other  poets  examined 
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it  is  natural  that  we  find  certain  lines  of  which  he  seems  to 
have  been  particularly  fond,  quoting  some  phrases  very  fre- 
quently, as,  for  example,  "pervenit  ad  auras" , Aon.  2,  81,  which 
appears  seven  times  in  his  works.  Other  phrases  which  he  (quotes 
as  often  as  three. times  are  "nub i la  caelo " . Aen.  3,  586,  "Mortis 
imago",  Aen . 2,  36S,  "siqua  fides",  Aen,  3,  434,  "medio quo  sub 
ae quore  mersit",  Aen.  6,342,  and  "lanugine  malas",  Aen.  10,324, — 
also  a favorite  with  Silius. 

Statius  and  Silius  are  equally  fond  of  "per  .saecula  nomen" 
Aen.  5.235,  and  other  phrases  making  an  especial  appeal  to  Statius 
are  "gloria  gent  is",  Aen.  5 , 767,  and  "flore  iuventae",  ton .7,152. 

Silius  quotes  "pectora  curae-"  of  Aen . 1,  227  six  times  , 
once  more  than  Statius,  while  "both  Silius  and  Statius  vie  with- 
Ovid  in  their  quotation  of  "nubila  caelo",  ten,  3,  586.  Silius 
makes  use  of  "gurgite  pontus"  of  .ton . 11,  524  as  often  as  four 
times  and  there  are  many  other  phrases  which  he  uses  twice, 

The  phrases  most  universally  popular  wiht  the  poets  are 
"nubila  caelo",  Aen . 3,586,  quoted  twelve  times,  "lanugine  malas", 
ten.  10,324,  cited  nine  times,  "gutgite  pontus",  Aen. 11,  624,  ap- 
pearing seven  times  , "regia  caelo"  .ten.  7,210,  "siqua  fides", 
hen.  3,  434,  "per  saecula  nomen",  ten . o,  235,  and  "flore 
iuventae",  Aen. 7,  162,  each  quoted  six  times. 

The  use  of  Vergil  among  the  prose  writers  in  entirely 
different  from  that  of  the  poets,  for  they  are  naturally  at  lib- 
erty to  quote  at  greater  length.  In  addition  to  the  * two  modes 
of  quotation  already  mentioned  there  is  still  a third  class  of  the 
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lemmata  found  in  the  commentators  who  extract  a word, a line,  or 
a passage  for  special  discussion. 

One  of  the  earliest  instances  of  Yergilian  quotation  among 
the  prose  writers  is  found  in  Yerrius  Flac'c'us  ’ s Latin  Dictionary 
which  comes  down  to  iis  in  the  form  of  Yestus’s  abridgment.  Fine- 
cus  in  this  dictionary,  is,  of  course,  primarily  interested  in  the 
content  of  his  quotat ion  ,f or  in  fifteen  instances  he  uses  Yergil 
to  illustrate  the  meaning  of  words  and  strangely  enough  draws 
most  often  from  the  Eclogues . His  tendency  is  to  quote  an  en- 
tire line  where  he  needs  hut  a single  phrase  to  illustrate  his 
meaning,  and  the  only  brief  quotation  that  he  makes  is  "Pergite 
Pie  rides"  from  Ec'l  .6,15. 

Pompeius  Tragus  is  our  next  prose  writer  to  quote  from 
Yergil,  and  in  his  History,  as  it  comes  down  to  us  through  Jus- 
tinus’s  Epitome , his  mode  of  quotation  seems  to  bo  much  like  that 

of  the  poets,  for  he  borrows  brief  pas  sages  in  such  a way  as  to 

t h em 

seem  to  have  incoporated/ into  his  own  style.  Justinus  quotes  en- 
tirely from  the  Aene id,  and  seems  to  have  been  fondest  of  the 
first  book,  from  which  he  quotes  four  times,  Ee  quotes  three 
times  each  from  the  Second  , third,  and  seventh»and  once  each 
from  the  sixth  and  eighth  books, 

Hyginus  is  interested  chiefly  in  lemmata.  Ee  is  very 
accurate  in  his  quotat ions » and  in  the  fragments  of  his  grammati- 
cal works  preserved  to  us  he  makes  twelve  excerpts  from  Yergil 
whom  he  criticizes  very  harshly.  To  give  an  example  of  his 


characteristic  adds  of  at:.  , we 


find  in  the  fragments  of  his 
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work  * a criticism  of  those  lines  of  the  Georgia  3 : — (-,243-247)

Seneca  the  Elder  in  his  rhetorical  works  makes  ten  qu.o~ 

■ ions  frown  Vefcgil,  with  the  greatest  accuracy , save  perhaps  in 
one  instance  which  I shall  discuss  among  the  variant  readings, 
Seneca . quotes  twice  from  the  fj.  *s t G-eor  :ic  . hut  mainly  from  t"  e 
Aeneid.  He  is  wholly  interested  in  the  subject  matter  and 
rhetorical  beauty  of  Vergil,  whom  he  says  many  have  imitated 
though  none  have  succeeded  in  attaining  the  simplic'ty  and  beauty 
of  the  original, 

Phaedrus  in  his  fables  draws  freely  from  the  fifth 
Aeneid  and  in  fable  3,  27,  shows  that  he  was  familiar  with 
Sinon's  story  whert^Ue  uses  this  phrase  1,1  quodcumque  fuerit* 
ut  dixit  Sinon." 

That  Petronius  was  familiar  with  Vergil  is  shown  in 
his  Satires  where  he  most  ludicrously  puts  Aen.  5,  1, 
interea  medium  Aeneas  i&m  classe  tenebat 
in  the  mouth  of  Trimalc'hio.  This  satirizes  the  prevailing  fash- 
ion among  men  of  inferior  literary  ability  who  strove  to  appear 
learned  by  quoting  from  Vergil.  Petronius  makes  only  four  quo- 
tations from  Vergil}  but  he  shows  that  the  Dido  story  made  a

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special  appeal  to  his  fancy,  for  he  once  quotes  A on , 4,  3C«a39t 
and  then  quotes  from  the  sixth  hook,  lines  469-470,  ingeniously 
adding  Aen .

variations  from  the  text  as  established  by  Bibbeck  are  supportea 
by  the  authority  of  other  Vergil ian  manuscripts.  He  never  cites 
an  isolated  phrase,  but  generally  gives  a quotation  of  a whole 

line  or  more. 


ratively  long  quotations  from  the  Georgies  and  but  throe  from  the 
Eclogues.  His  quotations  in  a few  instances  show  such  careless- 
ness that  one  might  conclude  that  he  quoted  from  memory.  His 
tendency  is  to  make  long  quotations,  in  some  instances  of  ten 
or  twelve  lines,  and  he  never  cites  isolated  phrases  except  in 
his  tenth  book,  written  in  verse,  which  ho  has  rather  successfully 
modeled  on  the  Georgies , 

The  fragments  of  the  grammatical  works  of  Palaemon 
and  Caesius  Bassus  ere  few  and  the  Vergilian  quotations  in  them 
are  concerned  chiefly  with  the  form  of  words. 

Pliny  the  Elder  in  his  Natural  History  gives  but  three 
distinct  quotations  from  the  Georgies . yet  his  style  is  frequent-

Columella  in  his  De  He  Hus  tic a makes  fifty-nine  comp a 
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ly  flavored  with  Yergilian  diction. 

In  the  cas of  Probus,  the  grammarian  and  Vergilian 
commentator,  we  have  to  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
the  extant  Probus  commentary  is  probably  a good  deal  removed  from 
the  original  and  that  consequently  there  has  been  ample  opportun- 
ity for  quotations  to  have  been  lost  or  to  have  "been  added  to  it. 

S chans  * discusses  this  probability  in  his  G-es  chi  elite  ..or  romi- 
I.cher _Li_tt ^atur  and  points  out  that  some  even  hold  this  commen- 
tary to  be  the  work  of  a different  author.  In  this  discussion, 
however,  I shall  include  the  work  of  Probus  on  the  same  terms 
as  Justin's  Epitome  of  Trogus-,  that  is  , recognizing  that  both 
works  are  probably  a good  deal  modified  from  the  originals. 

As  one  would  expect  from  the  character  of  his  work, 
Probus  quotes  more  profusely  than  does  any  author  during  this 
century.  His  tendency,  in  general,  is  to  quote  entire  lines, 
especially  in  his  commentary  where  he  discusses  various  Vergil- 
ian  lemmata.  In  his  grammatical  works,  he  is  equally  divided 
between  citing  whole  lines  ani  oerfi  phrases,  making  use  of  phrases 
chiefly  where  interested  solely  in  the  form  of  a word.  In 
general,  considering  the  immense  number  of  quotations  that  he 
makes,  he  is  accurate;  but  while  he  makes  an  absolutely  larger 
number  of  variants  from  the  text  than  does  any  other  author, 
Relatively  considered  these  variations  are  few, 

Quintilian,  the  schoolmaster,  proves  remarkably  fam- 
ilar  with  Vergil  and  quotes  from  all  the  major  works  except  the 

fifth  and  seventh  Eclogues . He  also  is  the  first  prose  writer 
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to  quote  from  the  Minor  Wo r Its,  His  quotations  are  mo.de  with  a 
high  degree  of  accuracy, and  any  variations  may  ordinarily  he 
expjadined  on  the  ground  of  adaptation.  lie  quotes  both  for  form 
and  for  subject  matter,  and  his  tendency  is  to  select  whole  lines 
and  phrases  father  than  isolated  words.  Another  marked  character- 
istic of  Quintilliain  is  to  combine  various  lines  to  make  one  long 
quotation,  as  in  XI , 3,  176  with  Aon . 1,  73,  He  1 . 3,35,  Aon . 1, 
617,  and  Aen.  XI,  383, 

It  is  from.  Pliny  the  Younger  that  we  learn  of  Silius’s 
veneration  for  Vergil,  and  while  Pliny  cites  comparatively  in- 
frequently from  Vevgil  ,in  one  or  two  instances  he  quotes  a mere 
phrase,  as  "sed  proximus  magno  intervallo"  or  "pauci  quos  as  4uus 
amavit”,  and  leaves  the  reader  to  supply  the  context. 

It  comes  to  us  as  a distinct  surprise  to  find  Tacitus 
in  his  Annals  using  such  Vergiliam  phrases  as  ”fixum  irnmotumque 
( Aen . 4,15j  Ann . 1,  47,  1.)  , ”quae  sit  fiducia  cap to”  (Aen . 3 1 
75  •,  Ann,  3,  11,  3.)',  and  the  even  more  poetic  phrase  ”c'iuia 
ac  viridis  senectus " (Aen,  6,  3f)4;  ag.  29,  4.;,  This  is, perhaps, 
in  keeping  with  the  employment  by  Tacitus  of  many  words  of  a 
primarily  poetic  character. 

It  is  interesting  to  see  what  passages  prove  most 
popular  with  various  prose  writers.  Of  course,  we  cannot  draw 
any  conclusions  from  the  frequency  with  which  a grammarian  quotes 
a line,  for  he  was  primarily  interested  in  form;  but  we  can  draw 
conclusions  from  authors  quoting  for  content. 

Seneca  the  Younger  seems  to  have  been  very  fond  of 
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15.1*  ^ » S-lo,  for  he  quotes  these  lines  three  times  and  this  line 

of  the  second  Eclogue  seems  to  have  Veen  a favorite  with  him, 

■ cum  placidum  ventis  staret  mare. 

There  are  also  several  passages  in  the  Georgies  which  he  quotes 

twice,  and  he  se  ems  to  have  adopted  Aeneid  4 , 652, 

V'ixi  et  quern  dederat  cur.sum  fortuna  peregi 

as  a maxim.  Th  first  hook  of  the  Georgies  and  the  sixth  Aenjid 

seem  to  have  found  almost  equal  favor  in  his  eyes  and  he  often 

quotes  these  lines  from  the  eighth  Aeneid , 

Aude  hospes,  contemnere  opes  et  te  quoque  dignum 
Ein^e  deo . 

Quint i Ilian  quotes  mainly  from  the  first  hook  of 
/ eneid , and  cites  most  often  the  first  three  lines.  In  ad- 
dition to  these,  the  passage  in  the  sixth  Aeneid  describing 
the  spectres  standing  at  the  threshold  of  Hades  seems  to  have  been 
equally  popular  with  both  Seneca  and  Quintillian, 

The  prose  writers. do  not  show  so  marked  a fondness  for 
special  lines  as  do  the  poets;  but  the  lines  most  generally  po- 
pular with  both  poets  and  prose  writers  are  the  first  lines  of 
the  Aeneid,

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It  is  interesting  to  note  which  of  the  prose  writers 
vary  from  Ribbeck*3  version  of  Vergil,  and  what  readings  of 
theirs  have  absolutely  no  manuscript  authority  in  the  Vergilian 
tradition.  Even  in  the  case  of  unsupported  versions,  we  may  not 
arbitrarily  state  that  such  a reading  is  wrong,  for  what  may  be 
unauthorized  for  Vergil  may  be  right  for  the  author  quoting,  and 
merely  an  adaptation  to  the  context,  or,  in  some  instances,  may 
have  been  supported  by  other  versions  of  the  Vergilian  text  that 
have  since  been  lost* 

One  of  the  most  curious  variations  noted  is  one  found 
in  Seneca  the  Elder,  who  quotes  Vergil  with  the  greatest  accuracy, 
on  all  occasions,  save  possibly  in  this.  In  his  Suasoria>  3,  5, 
he  is  speaking  about  the  grwat  admiration  which  poets  and  Romans 
in  general  felt  for  Vergil,  He  says  that  Arelliue  Fuscus 
drew  freely  from  him,  but  in  a more  or  less  veiled  manner,  while 
other  authors  were  more  open  in  their  borrowing.  He  mentions  one 
Vergilian  phrase  "plena  deo"  which  found  great  favor  with  Messalla, 
Caesar,  the  orators  of  the  day,  and  even  with  Ovid  in  his  traged- 
ies. In  fact,  the  highest  compliment  that  one  could  pay  any  man 
was  to  say  of  him  in  the  words  of  Vergil,  "et  ill©  erat  plena  deo". 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Seneca  uses  the  feminine  "plena" 
even  when  referring  to  "ille",  and  that  this  phrase  must  have  be- 
come stereotyped  in  the  form  in  which  it  is  reputed  to  have  been 
found  in  Vergil,  Seneca  says  that  Ovid  made  use  of  this  Vergil- 
ian phrase  in  his  tragedies  in  the  following  line, 
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feror  hue  illuc  ut  plena  deo. 

This  phrase  attributed  to  Vergil  has  proved  a puzzle  to  modern 
scholars* *  Leo  * summarizes  the  evidence  for  such  a passage. 

Seneca  quite  evidently  cannot  be  referring  to  Eel.  3,  60, 

"lovis  omnia  plena".  The  more  appropriate  place  would  seem  to 
be  Aen.  6,  77-79:  - 

at  Phoebi  nondum  pa'fciens  immanis  in  antro 
bacchatur  vates  magnum  si  pectore  possit 
excuse ise  deum 

for  this  passage  has  been  imitated  by  many  authors,  by  Ovid  in 
particular,  and  "plana  deo"  would  seem  to  be  especially  appli- 
cable to  the  Sibyl.  There  appears,  then,  to  have  been  another 
version  of  the  text  containing  this  phrase,  Norden  in  his 
commentary  on  the  sixth  book  of  the  Aeneid  **  expresses  the  be- 
lief that  even  though  there  is  no  present  manuscript  evidence  for 
such  a passage  ever  having  existed  in  Vergil,  there  must  have  been 
a different  arrangement  of  the  text  containing  such  a verse,  and 
that  this  was  very  popular  in  the  time  of  August  us,  If  we  should  take 
the  assumptions  of  these  two  scholars,  we  then  should  find  no  rea- 
son for  impeaching  the  reliability  of  Seneca;  for  he  is  too  re- 
putable an  authority  to  have  made  so  ungrounded  a statement. 

Although  Columella  makes  but  eight  variations  from  the 
Vergillian  text,  he  seems  to  have  been  rather  careless  in  his 
mode  of  quoting.  In  the  case  of  Georgies  1,  43  where  he  fills  in

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the  line  with  such/marked  variation  from  the  Vergilian  text, 
Schneider  remarks  that  Ursinus  suspected  that  these  words  crept 
in  from  a marginal  gloss,  and  Gesnerus  who  followed  him  included 
them.  This  may  have  been  the  case;  hut  Columella  proves  care- 
less in  several  instances.  In  his  quotation  from  Georgies  4,87 
ff„,  one  would  judge  that  he  had  quoted  from  memory.  The  fact 
that  he  quotes  line  95  before  91  and  then  combines  the  beginning 
of  93  and  the  end  of  92  may  have  been  intentional;  but,  if  we 

look  at  Georgies  4,  95-96,  we  note  that  he  has  made  a strange 

have 

jumble  of  the  lines  such  as  might  easily/happened  if  he  had  quot- 
ed from  memory. 

Seneca  the  Younger  in  his  quotations  makes  six  varia- 
tions from  the  text,  but,  in  general,  his  citations  are  very  ac- 
curate. It  is  evident  that  he  is  familiar  with  Georgies  1,  139, 
for  he  once  quotes  it  in  its  authorized  form,  and  again  makes  a 
slight  adaptation  to  his  context.  There  is  no  manuscript  author- 
ity to  bear  out  his  using  "nomine " for  "carmine"  of  Georgies  2, 
95,  or  "Opus  est"  for  "omni"  of  Aene id  8,  442,  unless  in  the 
latter  instance  ho  wished  to  make  the  line  complete  in  itself. 
His  variations  generally  can  be  explained  on  the  ground.  of  adap- 
tation, as,  for  example,  his  variation  of  "di®  genite  et  geniture 
deos"  of  Aene id  9,  642. 

As  Is  quite  natural,  Probus  because  of  the  immense 
number  of  quotations  in  his  Vergilian  commentary  and  his  gram- 
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matical  works  has  more  opportunity  for  variation  than  Seneca, 
Columella,  or  Quintilian,  and  of  the  sixty-three  variations 
noted,  forty-eight  occur  in  his  work.  Of  these  forty-eight, 
thirty-six  are  unsupported  hy  any  Vergilian  manuscript  author- 
ity. From  the  very  character  of  Probus’s  work,  wo  expect  him 
to  exercise  the  utmost  care  in  quoting,  for,  where  he  is  merely 
commenting  on  some  Vergilian  passage  there  would  not  he  much  oc- 
casion for  adapting  the  quotation  to  the  context.  But  the  very 

fact  that  h©  quotes  Vergil  so  profusely,  and  with  so  many  varia- 

that,  since 

tions  leads  us  to  think  /he  was  very  familiar  with  the  text,  he 
often  times  may  have  made  citations  from  memory,  or  els®  that  h© 
used  a different  text. 

We  find  on®  very  curious  variation  in  his  version  of 
Aeneld  8,  269: 

hie  Cacum  in  tenehris  incendia  vana  vomentem 
where  he  reads 

hie  tantum  in  tenehris  converaum  a lumin© 
and  where  the  latter  part  of  the  line  in  no  way  correspondes 
with  the  text.  In  fact,  the  only  place  in  Vergil  where  we 
find  the  end  of  a line  to  any  extent  corresponding  with  these 
words  is  in  Georgic  4,  423: 

in  latehris  aver sum  a lumin®  nympha. 

One  wonders  if  Prohus,s  memory  may  not  have  played  him  false 
in  this  instance,  and  if  he  did  not  accidentally  combine  these 
two  lines  into  the  resulting  chaos. 
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Quintilian  varies  from  RibbeckVs  text  in  nine  instances. 
In  one  or  two  cases , he  omits  a i^o'r'd  two  from  the  Vergilian 
line*  perhaps  intentionally,  and  in  others,  where  he  uses  "prae- 
cipianV  for  "praedicam"  of  Aeneid  3,  436  and  "indignetur n for 
"indignatus " of  Aeneid  8,728,  he  is  evidently  making  adaptations. 
There  are  hut  a very  few  variations  in  his  works  which  ate  not 
authorized  either  hy  manuscript  authority  or  on  the  ground  of 
adaptation.

In  the  preceding  list  I have  made  note  of  the 
few  quotations  of  the  Minor  Poems  found  in  the  authors  studied. 
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We  cannot  tell  at  exactly  how  early  a date  Vergil's 
Minor  Works  began  to  be  cited  and  some  of  the  quotations  from 
them  which  I have  attributed  to  the  poets  may  be  fortuitous.  The 
earliest  quotation  that  I have  noted  is  in  Tibullus  (4,  1,  125) 
who  uses  "flumine  cursus",  the  last  two  words  of  Cir is  233. 
Inasmuch  as  Tibullus  was  so  nearly  contemporary  with  Vergil, it 
may  be  straining  a point  to  say  that  the  use  of  these  words  is 
an  authentic  case  of  poetic  quotation,  but  with  Ovid,  who  was 
such  a thorough  student  of  Vergil,  the  evidence  would  seem  to 
be  a little  stronger,  and  also  with  Calpurniu®,  Seneca,  Lucan, 
and  Statius. 

In  Quintilian  , VIII,  3,  28,  we  have  an  authentic 
quotation  of  Catalept on  2,  which  he  quotes  entire  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  second  line,  and  we  are  not  surprised  to  find 
that  so  erudite  a schoolmaster  was  familiar  even  with  Vergil's 

Minor  Poems. 

That  the  quotation  of  the  .Minor  Works  is  so  infrequent 
is  not  at  all  surprising,  for  they  were  the  work  of  the  poe1?e 
youth  and  immaturity,  and  very  probably  were  not  much  read  in  the 
schools. 

In  the  table  that  follows,  I have  listed  the  absolute 
number  of  quotations  from  each  book  of  Vergil  found  in  the  authors 
studied,  and  I shall  attempt  to  draw  some  conclusions  from  this 
evidence  with  regard  to  the  relative  popularity  of  different  por- 
tions of  Vergil's  work. 
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For  convenience  in  estimating  the  restive  popularity 
of  the  different  portions  of  Vergil  in  the  period  covered,  let 
us  arrange  the  authors  examined  in  three  groups,  each  covering 
a period  of  approximately  sixty  years. 

In  the  first  group  of  Vergil's  contemporaries  are 
Tibullus,  Propertius,  Horace,  Verrius  Flaccus , and  Pompeius 
Trogus,  There  are  relatively  few  quotations  among  these  authors 
as  compared  with  their  successors,  and,  judging  from  the  evidence 
compiled,  absolutely  speaking,  the  books  of  the  Aenoid  prove  most 
popular  in  this  order,  Book  3,  quoted  ten  times,  Books  1 and  2, 
quoted  eight  times  each,  Book  6,  quoted  seven  times,  while  the 
fourth  book  of  the  Georgies  with  five  quotations,  the  fourth, 
seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  books  of  the  Aeneid  with  four  quota- 
tions each,  and  the  second  and  eighth  Eclogues  with  three  quo- 
tations each,  stand  next  in  order.  Relatively  speaking,  the 
Eclogues,  prove  much  more  populaft  than  either  the  Aenoid  or  the 
il^r^icsj,  but  their  brevity  makes  such  a comparison  seem  very 
unfair j however,  in  either  case,  relatively  or  absolutely  speak- 
ing, the  Aenoid  proves  more  popular  than  the  Georgies. 

In  the  second  period  from  Ovid  to  Petronius,  the  first 
£.£,9.r g i.g.  is  quoted  fifty-nine  times,  the  second  book  forty-one 
times,  the  fourth  thirty-five  times,  and  the  third  thirty- three , 
But  when  we  come  to  the  Aene id . we  see  a marked  rise  in  the  fig- 
ures. The  second  Aeneid  is  quoted  sixty-nine  times,  the  first 
ia  a close  second  with  sisty-eight  quotations,  the  sixth 
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"book  third,  with  forty-six,  and  the  fourth  Aanoid  and  first 
Georgic  hold  fourth  place  with  fifty-nine  quotations  each. 

The  third  Aeneid  is  the  next  most  popular  with  fifty-six 
quotations,  the  second  Georgic  comes  next,  while  tho  fifth, 
seventh,  and  eighth  Aeneid  are  more  frequently  quoted  than 
the  last  hooks  of  the  Georgies , Considering  the  number  of 
quotations  from  each  hook  in  comparison  with  the  total  num- 
ber of  lines,  the  second  Eclogue  and  first  Georgia  are  first, 
the  second  and  first  Aeneid  second,  the  third  and  fourth  Ae- 
neid and  sixth  Eclogue  third,  the  sixth  Aene id  and  second 
Georgic  fourth,  and  the  last  two  hooks  of  the  Georgies  and  the 
first  Eclogue  stand  before  any  of  tho  last  six  hooks  of  the 
Aeneid.  But,  in  matter  of  relative  popularity,  if  we  take  into 
consideration  the  fact  that  Columella  quotes  entirely  from  the 
.Georgies  and  omit  his  quotations  for  this  reason,  the  Aeneid 
proves  overwhelmingly  more  popular  than  the  Georgies . 

It  he  seen  from  the  table  that  certain  authors 
quote  most  often  from  particular  hooks,  I have  already  noted 
the  cases  of  Maniliua  and  Columella  who  quote  largely  from  the 
Georgies , and  Seneca  who  was  particularly  fond  of  the  first 
Georgic  and  sixth  Aeneid.  We  note  that  Ovid  and  Lucan  make 
more  frequent  use  of  the  first  and  second  hooks  of  the  Aeneid 
than  of  any  other  portion  of  Vergil,  and  that  Calpurnius , con- 
trary to  natural  expectations,  quotes  more  often  from  tie  Aeneid 
than  from  the  Eclogues. 
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In  the  last  period  from  Pliny  to  Juvenal,  it  is  ob- 
viously unfair  to  include  Probus  or  Caeaius  Bassus  in  drawing 
conclusions  with  respect  to  the  relative  appeal  of  Vergi.1'3 
work;  for  these  grammarians  cited  a passage  merely  because 
it  illustrated  some  point  of  grammar  or  furnished  opportunity 
for  learned  comment.  On  these  grounds  I shall  omit  them  from 
this  discussion. 

In  this  period  the  first  two  books  of  the  Aeneid 
prove  most  popular,  whilfe  the  sixth  takes  precedence  over 
the  fourth,  and  the  fifth  and  eleventh  are  next  most  frequent- 
ly quoted.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  this  period  the 
last  six  books  of  the  Aeneid  are  quoted  absolutely  more  frequent" 
ly  than  either  the  Eclogues  or  the  Georgies,  and  in  relative 
frequency,  also,  the  first  and  second  Aene id  hold  first  place, 
the  first  Eclogue  comes  second,  the  fourth  and  sixth  Aeneid 
next,  the  fifth  and  eighth  Aeneid  and  second  Eclogue  occupy 
fourth  place,  while  both  in  relative  and  absolute  frequency 
the  Georgies  stand  after  the  last  six  books  of  the  Aeneid. 

To  aid  in  the  estimate  of  felative  popularity,  in 
c&ae  of  authors  like  Ovid,  Manilius,  Seneca  the  Younger,  Valer- 
ius Fiaccus,  Quintilian,  Statius,  and  Silius  Italicus  who  quote 
profusely,  I have  worked  out  the  proportionate  amount  of  quo- 
tation considering  both  the  relative  bulk  of  their  works  and 
the  relative  length  of  the  different  books  of  Vergil.  Reckoned 
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in  this  way,  the  2cJLo_g.u0.3_  &re  negligible  as  far  as  popularity 
is  concerned,  for  to  he  proportionately  popular  with  the  Gaor- 
and  Aeneid  we  should  expect  to  find  four  to  ten  times  as 
many  quotations  as  we  do.  Considered  in  this  light,  also,  any 
one  of  the  first  six  hooks  of  the  Aeneid  is  generally  three  to 
four  times  mors  popular  than  any  hook  of  the  Georgies  (save  with 
Manilius  and  Seneca  the  Younger), for  on  the  scale  of  relative 
hulk  Manilius  quotes  the  Georgies  seven  times  more  frequently 
than  Ovid  or  Seneca,  four  times  more  often  than  Valerius  Flac- 
cus,  twice  as  often  as  Statius,  Silius,  and  Quintilian.  Valer  - 
ius  Flaccus  quotes  from  ©very  hook  of  the  Aeneid  twic©  as  fre- 
quently as  any  other  author  and  Statius  makes  less  frequent 
quotation  than  Silius,  hut  more  frequent  than  Seneca  or  Quin- 
tilian. Seneca  the  Younger  quotes  from  the  Georgies  more 
often  than  Ovid,  hut  his  quotation  of  every  hook  of  th©  Aeneid 
except  the  sixth  is  much  less  frequent  than  that  of  the  other 
authors,  while  Quintili&n  quotes  relatively  infrequently  from 
all  hooks  except  the  sixth  Aeneid. 

By  way  of  summary  from  these  figures  and  tables,  I 
conclude  that  during  the  period  examined  the  entire  Aeneid 
is  quoted  absolutely  more  frequently  than  either  the  Georgies 
or  Eclogues,,  save  only  that  the  first  Georgic  stands  before 
tne  ninth,  tenth,  and  twelfth  Aeneid;  while  from  the  standpoint 
of  relative  frequency,  irrespective  of  the  relative  hulk  of 
Vergil*s  work,  the  first  and  second  A.eneid  stand  first,  the 
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second  Eclogue  next,  the  fourth  Aeneid  and  first  Georgic  third, 
the  first  and  sixth  Eclogues . third  and  sixth  Aeneid  hold  fourth 
place,  and  the  first  Aeneid  occupies  the  next  place  in  order. 

If  we  reckon  the  whole  ten  Eclogues  as  a single  hook,  or  com- 
pare their  hulk  with  the  Georgies  or  Aeneid.  the  proportion 
seems  to  he  much  fairer  and  the  Aen& id  then  holds  first  place, 
in  relative  and  absolute  frequency,  the  first  and  second 
Georgies  the  second  place,  while  the  ?:c logues  then  would  prove 
equally  popular  with  the  last  two  Georgies . 

Judging,  then,  from  the  evidence  of  these  figures, it 
is  clear  that  the  first,  second,  fourth  and  sixth  hooks  of  the 
Aeneid  were  most  popular  among  Vergil* s contemporaries  and 
in  the  first  century  after  Christ,  and, while  the  Georgies 
held  the  next  place  in  esteem  and  the  Eclogues  were  compara- 
tively popular,  still  in  this  century  as  in  succeeding  gener- 
ations, Vergil  * s main  title  to  fan®  rested  upon  the  first  half 
of  the  Aeneid,
